The  primary 
objective  of  Business  English  is  training  the  students 
in  the  mastery  of  business  terms  and  the  mechanics 
of  communication,  reading  and  writing.  In  Academic

And  through  a study  of 
American  literature  the  students  are  acquainted  with 
American  ideals.  In  addition,  courses  in  journalism 
and  speech  are  offered.

Tonight  we  leave  the  security  and  shelter  of  our  high 
school.  Now,  as  young  adults,  we  are  being  tossed  out  into 
a complex,  demanding  world.  Ahead  of  us  lies  the  balance 
between  further  education  and  the  prospect  of  future  oc- 
cupations. Some  of  us  will  enter  college  and  others  will 
begin  work  in  their  chosen  vocations.

THE  FOOTBALL  SEASON 


The  1965  Green  Raider  football  team  compiled  a 
3 win,  1 loss  and  3 tie  record.  On  September  25, 
the  Enfield  Raiders  were  host  to  Ludlow.  The  Raiders 
drew  first  blood  in  the  first  period  when  Russ  Tyler 
and  Charlie  Ragno,  a familiar  combination  to  En- 
field fans,  teamed  up  for  a 35-yard  touchdown  aerial. 
The  Ludlow  team  later  scored  in  the  second  period. 
Our  defense,  led  by  co-captain  Bob  Bohman  and 
mainstay  John  Ashton,  prevented  another  score  by 
Ludlow.  And  thus  the  game  ended  in  a tie — the  third 
out  of  7 games  in  the  last  two  years. 

The  next  game  was  against  Holyoke  Catholic  on 
Friday,  October  8th.  This  marked  the  first  night  game 
that  the  Green  Raiders  had  played  since  1952.  This 


time  Enfield  showed  its  running  game  in  the  forms 
of  Herb  Taylor  and  Mike  Angelica,  who  had  touch- 
down runs  of  31  and  28  yards  respectively.  A fine 
defensive  effort  was  turned  in  by  Greg  Quinlan  and 
Mike  Angelica.  John  Fuller  kicked  a point  after 
touchdown  to  make  it  a 13-0  victory. 

In  the  next  game  on  October  16,  a Suburban  Lea- 
gue encounter,  Enfield  traveled  to  Palmer  to  play  the 
Panthers.  In  the  first  quarter  the  Raiders  scored  when 
Russ  Tyler  faded  back  to  pass  and  finding  his  re- 
ceiver covered  raced  40  yards  to  a touchdown.  Again 
fullback  Herb  Taylor  gained  a large  chunk  of  yardage 
and  Greg  Quinlan  contributed  a good  defensive  effort. 
But  with  one  minute  before  the  final  gun,  the  Pan-

thers  were  able  to  push  over  a score  and  the  Raiders 
left  the  field  with  another  tie. 

In  the  next  game  on  October  23,  the  Green  Wave 
visited  the  Spartans  of  East  Longmeadow.  The  win- 
hungry  Raiders  scored  a touchdown  in  the  first  period 
on  the  fine  mnning  of  fullback  Taylor  and  the  pass- 
catching  of  Ragno.  Center  Jack  Jacewicz  recovered  a 
fumble  in  the  end  zone  to  score  the  touchdown.  Later 
a Tyler-to-Ragno  pass  chalked  up  another  six  points 
and  at  the  end  of  the  first  half  the  Raiders  were  ahead 
12-0.  But  in  the  second  half  the  Raiders  seemed  to 
lose  their  momentum  and  but  for  fine  defensive  ef- 
forts of  Jack  Jasewicz,  Mike  Angelica,  John  Ashton, 
Bob  Bohman,  and  Ray  Weller,  the  game  would  have 
ended  with  a more  lopsided  score  than  16-12  in 
favor  of  the  Spartans. 

Next  on  October  30,  the  weary  Raiders  opened  a 
3 game  home  stand  when  the  Minnechaug  Falcons 
invaded  Enfield.  By  the  end  of  the  day,  the  Falcons’ 
wings  had  been  clipped.  Enfield  stmck  early  in  the 
first  quarter  on  mns  by  Angelica  and  Taylor  and  a 
one  yard  plunge  by  Tyler.  The  run  for  the  point  after 
touchdown  was  successful  and  the  Raiders  led  8-0. 
In  the  second  quarter,  Charlie  Ragno  intercepted  a 
Falcon  pass  and  took  the  ball  30  yards  for  another 
score.  Mike  Angelica  ran  for  the  extra  two  points 
and  the  Raiders  were  ahead  l6-0.  Then  the  Raiders 
scored  again  with  a combination  of  Tyler-to-Ragno 
passes  and  Enfield  led  22-0  at  halftime.  In  the  third 


quarter,  after  runs  by  Tyler  and  Taylor,  Tyler  hit 
Ragno  with  a 4 yard  aerial  TD  and  the  Raiders  led 
28-0.  Enfield’s  sophomores  finished  the  game.  Again 
Enfield  produced  a brilliant  defensive  effort.  Rick 
LaFleur,  Bob  Desormier,  Jack  Jacewicz,  Charlie  Rag- 
no, John  Longo,  and  Ray  Weller  turned  in  note- 
worthy performances.  On  the  offensive  side,  the  run- 
ning of  Taylor  and  Angelica  and  the  3 touchdown 
output  by  Ragno  helped  complement  the  defense  and 
give  Enfield  its  best  all-around  performance  of  the 
season. 

On  November  6,  winless  South  Hadley  visited  En- 
field. The  Tigers  scored  midway  in  the  first  quarter  to 
take  a 6-0  lead.  For  a while  it  looked  as  if  the  game 
would  end  that  way.  Both  teams  turned  in  good  de- 
fensive performances.  But  with  a minute  left  in  the 
fourth  quarter,  Enfield  got  its  hands  on  the  ball. 
Successive  passes  from  Tyler  to  junior  Dave  Tucker 
moved  Enfield  to  the  Tigers’  five  yard  line.  Then  with 
13  seconds  left  Tyler  fired  to  Ragno  in  the  end  zone 
for  six  points.  'Then  came  the  try  for  extra  point,  but 
the  South  Hadley  team  stopped  the  mnning  play.  'The 
game  ended  in  a 6-6  deadlock,  the  third  for  the 
Raiders  in  six  games.  Again  the  mainstays  of  the 
defensive  line  were  Jack  Jacewicz,  John  Ashton,  and 
Bob  Bohman. 

On  November  thirteenth,  the  Green  Wave  was  host 
to  their  traditional  rival,  Longmeadow,  on  a rain- 
soaked  field.  Midway  in  the  first  quarter,  Gerry  Mc- 
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Dougel  ran  twice  and  Mike  Angelica  carted  the  ball 
fifteen  yards  for  six  points,  then  the  Raiders  led  16-0. 
In  the  second  quarter  Tyler  threw  to  Ragno  to  the 
Lancer’s  fifteen;  six  plays  later  Herb  Taylor  bulled 
over  for  another  six  points,  and  a Tyler  to  Ragno 
pass  made  it  14-0  at  half-time.  Then  in  the  fourth 
quarter,  Tyler  hit  Ragno  for  an  18  yard  TD,  and 
John  Fuller  added  more  icing  to  the  cake  when  he 
kicked  the  ball  through  the  uprights  for  the  point 
after  and  a 21-0  final  score.  Those  who  contributed 
their  efforts  were  Gerry  McDougal,  Mike  Angelica 
and  Charlie  Ragno.  Defensive  stickouts  were  Greg 
Quinlan,  John  Fuller,  John  Longo,  Rich  LaFleur, 
John  Ashton,  Bob  Bohman  and  Ray  Weller. 

Other  steady  performers  for  Enfield  this  year  were 
ends  Jim  Roach,  Jack  Herold  and  Nate  Hale,  and 
punter  Ed  McCann.  To  cap  off  the  season,  Charlie 
Ragno,  leading  team  scorer  the  last  two  seasons,  was 
voted  All-Suburban  League  end  for  the  second  year 
in  a row,  and  Bob  Bohman  was  voted  All-Suburban 
League  tackle.  At  the  awards  dinner,  Ragno  was  pre- 
sented with  the  Most  Valuable  Player  award. 

Enfield’s  defense  again  was  the  highpoint  of  the 
football  season.  With  graduation.  Coach  Lamana  will 
lose  most  of  his  defensive  team,  his  offensive  line,  and 
part  of  the  starting  backfield.  Next  year  an  experi- 
enced backfield  will  return,  headed  by  Russ  Tyler, 
Joe  Nosal,  and  Erank  Thompson.  We  wish  good  luck 
to  next  year’s  team  and  hope  they  also  produce  a win- 
ning record  and  capture  the  league  title.
